Governor Confident Cotton Acreage 
Will Be Reduced. 

Sackson, Miss., March 29.—(Special.)— 
Governor Vardaman has received a tele- 
gram from The Manufacturers’ Record, 
asking him to make an estimate of the 
probable cotton acreage in this state. 

In replying to the telegram, the gov- 
ernor states that he is unable to make 
an absolutely accurate estimate, owing 
to the fact that no. statistics from the 
various counties are at hand, but from 
persona} observation and reports received 
from the principal cotton growing coun- 
tles of the state, he is confident that Mis- 
sis#ippi will make a.20 per. cent reduc- 
tion.

Russians Fortifying Their Po-

St. Petersburg, March 30, 2:20 a. m.— 

Another duel between the two opposing 
armies in Manchuria may be on the pro- 
gramnme for the coming week. 
"The Russians, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press Harbin correspondent, are 
now strongly: fortifying their positions at 
Sipinghai against which the Japanese are 
reported to be gathering in force. The 
reported Russian retirement from Siping- 
hai to Chaoumiaodzi was in consequence 
due to a teiegraphic error in the con- 
fusion of similar Chinese flames, Chaou- 
miaodzi with Shuamyaotzi, south of 
Spinghal, whence the Russian advance’ 
force retired to the fortified line at Sip- 
inghal. 

The Japanese followed to some extent, 
but a border of 20 miles of debatable 
ground still remains between the two 
armies, over which the Japanese prob- 
ably will not advance unti] they are ready 
to attack. 

Equally important news is that a col- 
umn of Japanese is moving against Kir- 
in, perhaps with the intention of turn- 
ing the position eastward and striking at 
the Viadivostok line of communication, 
with the double purpose of isolating the 
fortress and separating General Line- 
vitch’s army from a valuable base of 
supplies, the Ussuri district,

Officially the authorities continue to deny 
Stoutly that Russia has made any pro- 
posals to Japan, This is literally true, as 
Russia has only made known the negative 
conditions, leaving the intermediary ta 
convey these conditions on its own re- 
sponsibility to Japan. 

Diplomats in St. Petersburg are con- 


none of those in a position to know will 

acknowledge that they are aware what 

actually has been or is being done. 
Russia has indirectly made known 


to Japan the negative oenditions on 


which peace may be concluded, namely, 
no cession of territory and no indemnity, 
leaving Japan determine whether 
negotiations can be begun upon that 
basis. No reply from Japan has ye. 
reached the Russian government. 

The above represents practically all the 
facts obtainable. Through what channel 
or channels Russia has indirectly com- 
municated with Japan, is not known 
defnitely, although there is reason to be- 
lieve that it is through the United States. 
It is practically certain that France and 
possibly Great Britain, as the two allies 
of the belligerents and the United States 
as the country acting for Japan, have 
been apprised of Russia’s position. 

Russia avolds the attitude of suing for 
peace or submitting proposals 
and besides places the United States 
an@ Great Britain, and the powers gen- 
erally, In a position where they could 
offer Japan advice as to the reasonable. 
ness of the proposed basis, Having been 
apprised of Russia's position, Japan has 
two alternatives, either to decline abso- 
lutely to open negotiations on such 
basis or indicate her own attitude. If 
the negetiations are opened, Russia 
probably will be prepared to make broad 
concessions on collateral issues ag stated 
by officials.

“In testimony whereof I have now set 
my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed.

interest in the south, irrespective of 
sort or location. 

Under the present status, the em- 
Ploying farmer has little or no re- 
dress against a breach of agreement 
on part of the hafids he has engaged 
to assist in the working and harvest- 
ing of his crop. He is at the mercy 
of the mercenary immigration agent 
Or the machinations of unscrupulous 
planters in an adjoining county or 
state. He may lay his plans for the 
impending season with the most pains- 
taking attention to detail; he may 
bind to himself, in at least a con- 
Structually secure sense, a sufficient: 
number of laborers to insure the ma- 
terialization of those plans. But he 
has not the least assurance that when 
his crops are partially or fully ma- 
tured his fields will not be abandoned 
at a critical moment, leaving the re- 
sult of his year’s work a matter of 
the most demoralizing conjecture. 

One of the main factors responsilfe 
for this untoward condition is the 
proverbial flippancy of the average 
negro farm hand toward his con- 
tractual obligation. Seldom pausing 
to consider the loss involved in an 
abrupt desertion of his duties when 
once the crops of the year are under 
way, he yields to the blandishments 
of outsiders or to a personal passing 
whim, blithely removes his scanty be- 
longings over night, migrates to some 
locality which holds out real or imag- 
inary inducements, and leaves his em- 
ployer to supply the deficiency as 
best he may. Oftener than otherwise, 
such defections are so timed that sub- 
Stitute laborers cannot be procured 
and, as an inevitable consequence, a 
greater or less proportion of the crops

to go by default. To just what finan- 
cial extent the south suffers annually 
from this flagrantly slipshod system 
there are no precise means for com- 
puting.

It is this perilous uncertainty as to 
the fidelity of farm labor that is af- 
fording the growing clamor for south- 
ern immigration one of its most vital 
impulses.
